At A meeting of the Tariff Commission, held at 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, September 7th, a delegation of 
Western representatives of Eastern Canadian stove 
makers put forth a plea for increased protection. It 
was urged that the manufacturers of the United 
States were crowding the Canadian stove makers out 
of the Western Canadian markets. 











THE REMARKABLE demand for iron and steel prod- 
ucts in this country is duplicated by a coincident de- 
mand in Great Britain and the continent. The un- 
satisfactory trade in iron and steel products in Eng- 
land for the last three or four years has been due, in 
great part, to the evils resulting from the Boer war 
and from the recently settled war in the far East. 
There is now evidence of an improved sentiment. 








(‘ONSUL ANDERSON of Amoy, in advising American 
manufacturers and exporters how to secure trade in 
China, voices the opinion that a good quality of ma- 
terial and construction, combined with a reasonable 
price, will do the work. The Chinese are not satisfied 
with poor quality and, on the other hand, they are not 
sufficiently wealthy to pay for the best. Cheap goods, 
especially in staple lines, are apt to suffer in competi- 
tion with domestic products. Ornamental work—in 
fact, everything contributing toward the better appear- 
ance of a product without adding any material value 
toward its practical usage—should be tabooed. 








At A meeting of the soft coal operators held in Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, Sept. 16th, prices on all grades of soft 
coal were advanced fifteen cents a ton. The action 
was duplicated by the Pittsburg operators, the new 
prices having gone into effect Sept. 18th. It is said 
that the price of coal is stiffening and that a further 
increase will be made during the coming months. This 
action, coupled with the ominous rumors coming from 
the anthracite regions of Pennsylvania concerning 
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movements to be undertaken after the termination of 
the peace agreement between the coal miners and the 
operators, is of a nature to set the large consumers 
of coal to thinking. 








IN ADDITION to heavy buying of steel rails on the 
part of Japan during April, May and June of this year,

GERMAN papers report that Cowper Coles, an En- 
glishman, has invented a new process of galvanization, 
and has recently demonstrated the same with samples

objects to be galvanized are simply heated to 260 de- 


of iron, copper, aluminum, and other metals. 


grees, in a bath of zinc vapor, the duration of which 
depends upon the desired thickness of the coating, but 
which is always short. After heating the objects are 
thoroughly coated with a layer of zinc, which on the 
surface has formed an alloy with the other metal by 
penetrating into it to a considerable depth. 

A copper rod can in this way be almost entirely 
transformed into brass, while the temperature em 
ployed remains far below the melting point of both 
metals. A great advantage of the process lies in the 
evenness of the coating, which is so perfect that such 
zine-galvanized screws and bolts afterwards fit per- 
fectly into the nuts, while with other methods they 
have to be polished. It is also very convenient in that 
the objects to be galvamzed have not first to be 
cleaned. 

The retorts in which the heating takes place are of 
iron and are heated from the outside. Another peculiar 
advantage is that the zinc does not adhere to the walls 
of the retort, but that these, after months of use, are 
entirely clean. The explanation for this is that the 
walls of the retort are heated most, so that no zinc 
vapor condenses on them. Experiments to use the 
process with metals other than zinc have been so far 
made with copper and antimony, and have been partl) 
successful, but not to a degree to make them of 


practical use. 








PossiBLy nothing better illustrates the insignificance 
of human beings than their impotence in greatly im- 
proving conditions. On the whole, all 
of the human species are much alike in 
appearance, ideas and physique. The 
man who is capable of departing from 
the standard by a very little is famous. The man 
who lives twenty-five years ahead of his age -is never 
forgotten by history. Heredity and environment are 
so stringent as to form an almost impassible barrier, 
effectively keeping men within certain limits of thought

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and appearance. Each man is only one in a billion 
and to successfully differentiate one unit from another 
requires the eye of a skillful student of character. 
To the man in the moon we would all be alike. And 
just as our ideas are much akin, so does it happen 
that improvements—inventions, plans, works of art, 
literature, music, etc.—come not by leaps and bounds, 
but by gradual evolution. The father of a great 
thought can always be traced. The plot of every 
one of Shakespeare’s dramas is taken from another’s 
work. The discovery of the principle of evolution 
was heralded four hundred years before Wallace and 
Spencer fully established the theory. The Westing- 
house air-brake was the result of the successful trans- 
mission of power by compressed air at the Mont 
Cevis tunnel. Westinghouse merely developed the 
idea. Human beings are almost powerless to free 
themselves from the shackles of Public Opinion, taken 
in the broadest sense. The one, the other, a third and 
his brother—they are much alike. One man makes a 
start, another takes it up, improves it and hands it 
over to a third, a fourth, a fifth or a sixth, who finally 
reaps the reward. 

We believe that a remedy for the retail mail order 
evil will be discovered, if it is discovered at all, in 
much the same manner. No immediate panacea is 
to be expected. The favor of farmers all over the 
country has been secured by these concerns. More- 
over, a certain, definite policy will have to be deter- 
mined upon by the retailers and this policy must be 
practical and effective. The retailers must act united- 
ly ; they much act enthusiastically. They are far from 
this state of mind at present. The prospects for their 
arriving at it are slim, but not impossible. 

In the first place, they should determine accurately 
the exact conditions to be met. They should deter- 
mine the exact, uncolored, impartial reasons why farm- 
ers in many cases trade with the mail order houses 
and not with the local dealers. Next to being able 
to see ourselves as others see us may be counted the 
somewhat unusual faculty of seeing ourselves as we 
are. The retailer should not allow himself to be dis- 


' suaded from believing and. meeting actual conditions 


by designing, obsequious agitators and trade papers. 
At the present time, the retail mail order houses are 
offering to consumers. many advantages which the 
local dealers do not and cannot offer. To offset these 
advantages, the retailers must meet conditions square- 
ly. They must read-the farmer’s heart correctly. 

It has been left to W. H. Gentner of Farmington, 
lowa, to deal a square blow at the “local institution 
fallacy”—at the fallacy of urging farmers not to build 
up alien at the expense of local institutions. Mr, 
Gentner says: 

“Can we expect the public to buy from the local retailer 
at a higher price than the same article can be bought else- 
where? Not unless. we have power to reverse human. nature. 
Don’t you see the inconsistency and futility of trying to edu- 
cate the public through the local newspapers or otherwise, 
to buy at home upon the pretext of supporting home inter- 
ests, etc. This would be easy and logical if all things were 
equal, but never will any plan work-by which you try to force 
the public to accept: inferior service in lieu of the better—it 
ig as unreasonable as to ask a traveler to put up at a one dol- 
lar a day hotel and pay two dollars a day for the service 
in a town where he can secure two dollar a day service, sim- 
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ply to aid the one dollar a day hotel. It’s the fellow that 
is in the way and sees that he is in danger of being swept 
away by the procession of progress, the middle man, who 
advocates such unnatural theories. 

To supplement Mr. Gentner’s statement of facts is 
perhaps unnecessary. It might be permissible, how- 
ever, to add that business is business. It is too much 
to expect any man, hard-worked to support himself 
and his family, to give much and often to charity. 
Charity is what the retailer, who offers high prices 
and “local institutions” against low prices and “alien 
institutions,” is asking. We are not addressing those 
enterprising retailers who recognize conditions as they 
are, who do not ask for charity and whose prices 
speak for themselves. For the one farmer who will 
give charity, there are ten or a hundred who will send 
to the retail mail houses. The ratio may be changed 
or reversed by the issuance of a circular or other 
advertising matter. The change will not be perma- 
nent. There are mortals who are hard-hearted enough 
to believe that they ought to buy from that house 
that offers the best value for the least money. There 
seems to be no tendency for this class of people to 
die out. 

Mr. Gentner is a general: merchant. He has been 
in business constantly at Farmington for the last 
twenty years. His business ability is well proved by 
his local success. Mr. Gentner’s opinions regarding 
mail order competition are derived from a three years’ 
study and struggle to eliminate the evil. The meth- 
ods to be pursued in downing these competing houses 
and a short digest of the situation, including the arti- 
cle quoted above, are outlined in an article by Mr. 
Gentner, entitled “Mail Order Houses; the Present 
Situation and the Solution,” now being widely dis- 
tributed in Iowa. Regarding the solution end of the 
question, we quote as follows: 

The waste is occasioned by middle men, through whose 
hands the merchandise passes on its way to the local retailer. 
These are the causes responsible for mail order house meth- 
ods. The mail order man saw this and has taken pains to 
teach these facts to the -general public, which has created 
consternation in the vast field of mercantile activities all 
over this resourceful country. This waste in the cost of the 
merchandise to the local retailer is what enables the mail 
order man to under sell the local dealer. He buys immense 
quantities and thereby saves a large per cent of the waste oc- 
casioned by the present method of the local dealer. 

So great is this waste that the mail order man is enabled 
to quote prices so much below local dealers’ prices 
that the public is not only allured into buying by 
mail from these mail order houses, but has become so 
suspicious of the local merchant that they, doubt his every 
transaction. . In addition to all these advantages nearly all 
the large jobbing houses in Chicago co-operate with and 
favor these mail order houses. These are facts, and the 
situation is hourly growing worse and worse for the local re- 
tailer. The mail order business is spreading and expanding 
its field of activities day by day, while the local dealers’ vol- 
ume of business is narrowing down in like proportion .* * * 

The signs of the age are combination and concentration 


“by which competition is controlled and waste is eliminated. 


By association of forces, victory awaits us. In no other way, 
by no single handed method can we ever hope to eliminate 
this waste which is proving to be the mail ordet man’s fort 
and the means of our defeat. Inthe twelve states nearest 
Chicago there are .over 400,000. retailers; ten per cent of 
this mumber equals 40,000. If each of these 40,000 were 
willing to subscribe two shares of $100 each share ina cor- 
poration to be by them organized, this would give them

$8,000,000 capital to start with. Let these subscribers pay for 
such shares of stock in installments, if they prefer, in pay- 
ments of say $50 per month or even smaller payments. Es- 
tablish a WHOLESALE-RETAIL establishment in Chica- 
go, issue catalogues which illustrate the merchandise and 
quote therein the retail price. See to it that in every instance 
the prices are as low, or lower when advisable, than any other 
concern quotes doing business in the United States or Can- 
ada. Furnish each member with as many copies of these 
catalogues from time to time as he wishes, requiring cash 
to accompany order to cover actual cost of such catalogue 
f. o. b.. Chicago; also furnish each member a discount sheet 
showing cost of goods to him. Each member to supply his 
customers with a copy of such catalogue, also keep a con- 
venient supply in his store and laid open upon his counters 
where every person coming into his store can have access tc 
same. A new catalogue should be gotten out as often as is 
necessary. Fill orders from such catalogue whenever you faii 
to effect sales from your stock. Often such orders can come 
with other goods you may be ordering for stock the same 
week, but in any event deliver such goods free of freight 
or express and you have the mail order method laid on the 
table. If you would meet a competitor you must, at least, 
render as good service as does he, and if you wish to de- 
feat him you must go him one better, which would be easy 
with the purchasing power of such a gigantic association of 
forces back of you. 

We have expressed admiration over Mr. Gentner’s 
diagnosis of the situation. It seems, however, that 
his business acumen and judgment were exhausted in 
the first half of the battle. The method proposed for 


the solution is hare-brained. 


While we are not disposed to balk at an enterprise 
because it is too grand and far-reaching for our lim- 
ited comprehension, we believe that we may be par- 
doned the transgression if we ask in cold blood how 
Mr. Gentner or any other man or men can hope to get 
40,000 contributions of $200. Figuring at the rate 
of two letters to each prospective stockholder, the 
postage for the introductory letter alone would amount 
to $16,000. Follow-up letters would easily bring a 
total of approximately $50,000, to be paid out of the 
treasury of the contemplated syndicate. We doubt 
whether Mr. Gentner himself, or even a band of faith- 
ful disciples could withstand the demands of Uncle 
Sam. Likewise, we trust that neither he nor they 
would advocate parcels post rate legislation for first 
class mail. But even supposing that Mr. Gentner 
were capable of furnishing the wherewithal for the 
mere beginning of this immense undertaking, a skeptic 
might be disposed to ask who is to supply the weekly 
envelope to the vast army of stenographers, book- 
keepers, correspondents, etc., absolutely necessary be- 
fore the enterprise is even launched. Then again, care 
would have to be taken not to awaken the anger of 
the male population of surrounding municipalities by 
depleting these districts of the fairer half of the popu- 
lation to be deported to Farmington for clerical duties. 
In case the scheme is pushed, we would stem this devas- 
tation by the establishment of a “stenographers’ farm” 
somewhere near Farmington to supply the demand. We 
will not believe that Mr. Gentner would consciously 
cause a war similar to that occasioned. of old by the 
rape of the Sabine women. 

However, admitting that ali things. are possible and 
assuming that 40,000 retailers could be. persuaded to 
contribute $200 each, assuming that a corporation 
was established, a building erected and the output of 
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mills contracted for—how would the subscriber to the 
stock be bettered? There would be a gigantic busi- 
ness enterprise about as large as the largest retail 
catalogue house. With 40,000 subscribers the stock 
would be $8,000,000. Assuming, if possible, that these 
40,000 stockholders would vote as one man, would 
support the board of directors, assuming that of these 
stockholders an efficient, capable manager be found, 
and again, assuming that this house was conducted on 
a paying basis, according to the ideals now voiced by 
its advocate—what is gained ?—a mere jobbing house 
—the very thing Mr. Gentner condemns so sharply. 
So far as we can see, the only difference lies in the 
fact that the stockholders would be retailers instead 
of the managers themselves. The stockholders would 
be many instead of few. Better by far if the possible 
subscribers to this phantom enterprise would buy of 
the stock of some present jobbing house. 

The low prices to be charged the retailers who 
would patronize the future house savor too much of 
the impossible. The house could not offer better 
values than present business organizations. At least 
one hardware jobbing house of the present day is 
larger than the prospective general merchandise house. 
Marshall Field & Co. could not be bought out for 
$50,000,000. The mutual concern could not obtain 
better prices from manufacturers. The middleman’s 
profit would be saved to the retailer, it is true. It 
would come in the nature of a dividend or in lower 
charges for goods purchased, but in either case it 
would be merely interest on an investment. The in- 
terest might be large, it might be small. That would 
depend upon the manner in which the business was 
conducted. The chances are that the farce of having 
an army direct the general instead of a general the 
army, would result in prices far and away above the 
regular prices and no interest to the stockholders. 

Other’ objections, both many and vital, could be 
urged against the scheme. It seems, however, that 
the plan has gained much favor, that there is danger 
of a popular rising in its support. It should be con- 
demned as the creation of hysteric enthusiasm. 

The situation of the legitimate retailer in respect to 
the retail mail order house has, however, been an- 
alyzed most correctly by Mr. Gentner. He is capable 
of affording hardware dealers valuable assistance in 
fighting the battle. He realizes that mere bluster, 
mere vituperation, clamors for sympathy, for supposed 
justice, are ineffective. He has sown the seed of im- 
provement. He has laid down certain firm premises 
upon which all successful future efforts must be based. 
Though he himself is unable to reap the reward for 
the regulation of mail order competition, there is no 
reason why other minds cannot carry on the work 
to a successful completion. It is needless to say that 
for the most part, the present officers of the hardware 
associations are most capable. It is needless to say 
that the hardware associations have been more effec- 
tive in curbing retail mail order competition than or- 
ganizations‘in other trades. It is needless to say, how- 
ever, that the best results are to be obtained by utiliz- 
ing the best that is offered by all parties concerned. 
The ability to do well oneself is exceeded by the ability 
to take advantage of the good things offered: by others.

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A FIRELESS COOKER. 
emia 

Some time ago mention was made in our editorial 
columns of a new method for completing the process 
of cooking without the use of artificial fuel. A non- 
conducting material was used for retaining the heat 
within the product to be cooked and the rest of the 
process was left to nature. 

A new method for cooking by retained heat has 
recently been invented by Felix Kahn, of New York 
City. The patents on this invention have been as- 
signed to James S. McCoy, 1122 Broadway, New 
York. In the process of cooking as heretofore prac- 
ticed, there is necessarily a great waste of heat, care 
and attention. There is also a loss of food material 
and also an unnecessary amount of wear and tear on 
the cooking utensils. It is said that the new fireless 
cooker invented by Mr. Kahn will save from seventy) 
to eighty per cent of the heat now considered neces- 
sary for the cooking of food. There is also said to 
be a great saving in the cooking utensils which at

present are subjected to a longer period of heating 
than necessary. 

This invention is said to be an improvement over 
the one mentioned in our editorials of recent dates, 
wherein the food was merely kept in a hot condition. 
Mr. Kahn discovered after further experiment that 
after having first permeated food with heat at a cook- 
ing temperature, it was possible to stew or boil the 
food to perfection by the heat as conserved against 
loss by radiation. He found that it was physically im- 
possible, however, to steam or dry cook by retained 
heat without placing in the cooker a body of water. 

In the improved device shown in the accompanying 
illustration, a body of water is placed in the bottom 
of the cooking receptacle and a perforated rest is pro- 
vided over the water. This rest supports the pan or 
secondary cooking receptacle containing the food. 
The apparatus consists of an outer casing of metal 
and an inner casing of heavy steel; between these are 
nan-conductors... A tight-fitting lid is provided. The 
whole outér shell is so constructed as to admit of a 
minimum amount of radiation from the interior. 

The food is prepared in the usual manner, and it is 
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allowed to remain on the fire until it is thoroughly 
permeated with heat. It is then set into the heat- 
retaining part of the fireless cooker. It is said that 
this cooker has been thoroughly tested in a number 
of instances and has always worked very satisfactorily.

like amount of fuel, but will outlast a steel jacket 
stove even though the stove is worked harder. 

The stove is shipped in three packages. The base 
and the firepot are detached and the entire portion 
of the stove above the firepot is mounted and shipped 
in one package. By the use of the fireproof putty 
joint shown in the accompanying illustration these 
separate joints can, it is said, be made air tight. It 
is claimed that the flanges on these joints are made 
so that they will hold the cement firmly in place allow- 
ing the expansion and contraction of the different 
sections. 

For heating upper or adjoining rooms four seven- 
inch hot air pipes may be attached to the top of the 
stove by removing the flanged covers, shown in the 
first cut. Five four-inch serew registers placed 
at the base of the twenty-gauge Wellsville polished 
steel drum, which surrounds the cast iron hot air 
chamber, supply and regulate the air necessary for 
the heating of the additional rooms.

A RESPITE. 





Because of the deluge of letters received from retail 
dealers all over the country, protesting against the re- 
cent enactment by Fourth Assistant Postmaster-Gen- 
eral De Graw, ordering local postmasters to number 
the boxes on the rural routes in their vicinity and to 
deliver mail addressed by number only, the enforce- 
ment of the order has been suspended awaiting the ap- 
proval of Postmaster-General Cortelyou. Mr. Cor- 
telyou is expected to arrive at Washington October 
3d. The original order as announced in our last week’s 
issue instructed local postmasters to assign a number 
to each one of the boxes on each one of the routes 
leading from their respective postoffices. This part of 
the order was not objected to. The different houses 
in a city are numbered in exactly the same way and the 
new order would doubtless facilitate the delivery of 
mail matter in the country. Stringent exception was 
taken, however, to the ruling, making it possible for 
catalogue houses to deliver their catalogues by ad- 
dressing them merely to a box number on a certain 
route, as for instance, Box No. 4, rural route No. 6, 
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Kensington, Illinois. This order was so in accordance 
with the wishes of the retail mail order houses that it 
seemed as though the order had emanated from that 
source. 

In response to the suggestions made by THE AMER- 
ICAN ARTISAN and other trade papers, retailers in all 
sections of the country set forth their complaint be- 
fore Fourth Assistant De Graw, and it was determined 
to suspend the order subject to the approval of Post- 
master-General Cortelyou. The order is as follows: 

“Referring to the department’s recent order regard- 
ing the numbering of rural mail boxes, you are in- 
formed that that portion of the order authorizing the 
delivery by rural carriers of ordinary mail matter of 
all classes addressed to such boxes by number alone is 
hereby suspended.” 

It seems in some sections of the country that agents 
of the retail mail order houses were already prepar- 
ing to take advantage of the order. Requests were 
made to the local postmasters for a list of the number 
of boxes on each route and the number of routes. In 
Although not 
much time remains before the postmaster-general will 
return to Washington, it is strongly urged that all re- 
tailers take up the matter immediately and express 
their opinions in a letter to be sent to that official. 
lt is probable that further action in the matter will 
not be taken before October 4th or 5th.

This pamphlet set 
forth the evils attendant upon retail mail order com- 
petition. The source of supply for the hardware of- 
fered by the mail order houses was the subject of dis- 
cussion, the inference being that jobbers were as much 
responsible as manufacturers. It was determined that 
the official year of the committee should begin with the 
first Monday in July of each year. The work of trav- 
eling salesmen in eliminating to a great extent the 
ignorant methods made use of by some dealers in an 
attempt to overcome the competition of the catalogue 
houses formed the basis for a resolution advocating 
even more active co-operation on the part of these 
knichts of the road. Resolutions were also passed ex-

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THE IMPROVED STEEL PLATE TREMONT- 


Following their wisely determined rule to make

The Tremont steel plate furnace has a crescent- 
shaped radiator. This is said to be of large propor- 
tions and connected with the body of the furnace by 
two cast iron collars. These are heavily flanged and 
secured with heavy bolts and rivets. The accompany- 
ing illustration shows the long fire travel. 

The fire-pot and the grate are desirable features of 
this furnace. , The former is made of heavy sectional 
linings of either fire brick or cast iron.

These are set in the grate frame resting on 
legs bolted to the body of the furnace. Its construc

PATTERNS—OCTAGON RAKING MITERS (BASE OF GABLE), 
HORIZONTAL MOULD. 

From any convenient point on line 11-11 draw the 
vertical line, number the points I, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 
9g, 10, 11; draw horizontals through the points. Es- 
tablish the octagon cutting miter as shown, OM, by

drawing three sides of an octagon. Through the 
points 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, 11, horizontal mould, 
draw vertical lines, continued around octagon, ae 
shown, intersecting miter line OM in_ points. 
Throughout the points on line OM draw vertical lines 
intersecting the pattern lines numbered similar, is 








points; lines traced through the points give the 
octagon miter pattern. 

The pattern: just found is for the horizontal re- 
turn mould at base of gable. It is to be joined to the 
other miter pattern, which we are about to find. The 
pattern is found by measuring the length of each line 
in gable, from the right section line 1-11 to the points 
on the surface of the projected view. It is self-evi- 
dent that two lines, to intersect, must cross each other 
in a point. The lines through gable cross the hori- 
zontal lines, in points on the surface of the required 
form of the intersection, between the inclined and 
horizontal moulds. 

HOW TO FIND THE PATTERN FOR THE MITER, AT BASE 
OF GABLE. INCLINED MOULD PROFILE. 

Extend the wall line or right section line, as it may 
be called, 1-11 indefinite. At any convenient point 
on this line mark a point. From this assumed point 
space off the distances between the points of division, 
numbered on. the surface of the inclined profile in 
gable. Those points are numbered 1, 2, 3, 4, 5, ©, 7, 
8, 9, 10, II. 

Through the points so spaced draw the inclined 
lines, which are parallel to pitch of gable. Number 
the lines as shown. To avoid confusion in the draw- 
ing, I did not draw lines joining the points on surface 
of mould to the pattern lines. You square up from 
base line of gable mould by using the T-square and 
45-degree triangle. Point 11 is on the line I-11 ex- 
tended. It crosses pattern line 11 at top of sheet, 
point 10 on thé vertical face of projected mould, 
crosses point 10 in pattern; draw line joining the 
points 10-11 in pattern. Point 9 is at the top of the 
ogee form; it crosses pattern line in pattern sheet. 
Join 10 to 9 in pattern by drawing a vertical line. 
Draw the lines from points 8, 7, 6, 5, in ogee, cross 
8, 7, 6, 5, in pattern lines. Join the points, giving the 
ogee form of pattern; draw lines from 4, 3, 2, I, 
crossing pattern lines 4, 3, 2, 1. Join the points com- 
pleting the “Pattern for the base of the Gable Mould.” 
See note. 

This pattern joins the octagon miter of the hori- 
zontal mould. 

PATTERN AT GABLE. 

Draw the vertical line PB intersecting the lines 
drawn through the points of division on the surface of 
the profile, as shown; mark the points of intersection 
of lines. Through the points draw perpendicular lines 
crossing the pattern lines previously numbered. 
Mark the points where the lines cross. Trace lines 
through the points in the pattern lines, giving the 
gable pattern. 

Note.—The miter just found is precisely the same 
as any panel or gable miter. The intersection at base 
of gable, stated in the simplest terms, is to find the 
intersection of an inclined mould, and a cutting plane, 
as shown. ‘ 

The pattern for the horizontal mould is the regular 
octagon miter pattern. Cut two pieces of sheet metal, 
using pattern of the gable mould, base of gable; form 
right and left, join together. Each mould will incline 
45 degrees, octagon angle in plan. An octagon pin- 
nacle mould. The shape of the mould is suitable to 
be used as a pinnacle mould. 
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HOW TO FIND PROFILE N (HORIZONTAL MOULD AT TOP 
OF GABLE). 

Draw horizontals through the points on line PB 
indefinite. PH on plan is a 45-degree cutting line. 
The points on the line represent the full projection of 
the gable mould. Draw perpendiculars through the 
points I, 2, 3, 4, 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, II, intersecting the 
indefinite horizontals previously drawn through PB 
in points ; trace lines through the points, giving Profile 
N. A view of the horizontal return mould is shown 
in plan; also a projected view of gable mould. 

FIGURE 2. 

Draw the square and diagonals as shown. The in 
tersection of diagonals is a point. Through the point 
of intersection of diagonals draw a vertical and a 
horizontal line as shown. From the same point, as a 
center (radius equals one-half of diagonal line), draw 
an arc intersecting horizontal line previously drawn; 
from this point of intersection draw the dotted line 
crossing the vertical line previously drawn, as shown. 
The dotted line is the length of hip. With the length 
of the dotted line as a radius, describe a circle, as 
shown; any side of the square applied as a chord of 
an arc will divide the circle in 5 equal parts—a regu- 
lar pentagon. Take away one part, cut out the pattern 
on a piece of sheet metal, form the corners, to join 
the edges of the pattern; the base is a square; the 
ornament is half-pitch.

The illustration shows figure 3 below the ground 
line. The large square is shown by R, B, D, E, C, M, 
A. Draw diagonals M-D and R-C. X is the point 
of intersection of diagonals. Draw diameter AE 
from X as a center radius E inscribe a circle in the 
square. Draw line BE. Take radius BE each corner 
of large square a center, describe four quadrants, 
cutting each side of large square in two points. Lines 
joining points will give octagon inside large square. 
Mark point of intersection where line BE crosses 
diagonal XD.

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IRON AND STEEL MARKETs. 


At a meeting of the officials of the United States 
Steel Corporation held in New York City on Sep- 
tember 20th it was unanimously conceded that the steel 
business was never before in a more prosperous condi- 
tion and that the outlook for the ensuing year could 
not be improved. A representative of the Illinois Steel 
Company asserted in an interview that the mills and 
plants of his branch were so overwhelmed with orders 
for all classes of finished steel that they would un- 
doubtedly fall short by 100,000 tons in attempting to 
fulfill obligations. This shortage will ensue in spite of 
the fact that the company has broken all records in 
production. A similar congestion of orders is to be 
found in all the mills of the steel corporation although 
the total production for the entire year will be the 
largest ever recorded. It has been said that the steel 
rail mills of the country could sell their entire 1906 
capacity if they were disposed to do so. In view, 
however, of the immense tonnage now on hand mills 
are content to book only those orders which they are 
confident they will be able to fill. There is little ques- 
tion but what if weather conditions continue good and 
no serious shortage of cars is encountered, the Steel 
Corporation will be able to declare the same generous 
dividend for the fourth quarter as for the third. The 
dividends which would ordinarily go to the common 
stockholders will be used for improvements in all 
likelihood. 

The railroads continue to buy heavily of steel rails 
and fully 125 tons were booked during the week end- 
ing September 27. The Northern Pacific Railroad 
bought 30,000, the Rock Island 40,000, while the New 
York Central placed a large unannounced tonnage. 
The total rail orders booked for next year, including 
the orders that cannot be filled during 1905 now 
amount to approximately two million tons. The de- 
mands of Western railroads have outgrown the pro- 
ducing capacity of the local mill. Plans have been 
made to increase the capacity, but have not yet been 
completed. 

The heavy buying of pig iron culminated during the 
week under review in the withdrawal from the market 
of the Sloss-Sheffield Steel & Iron Co., and the Ten- 
nessee Coal & Iron Co. These big furnaces, together 
with other smaller stacks have sold their entire output 
for the balance of the year and also their entire stock 
on hand. Only the cheaper grades are to be obtained 
from these companies. The largest sale noted during 
the week was for five thousand tons purchased by a 
Michigan foundry. This was made up of both North- 
ern and Southern grades. Prices on Southerr iron 
have been raised officially 50c a ton and are now 
quoted at from $15.65 to $16.15 for Number 2 foun- 
dry, Chicago. Practically all deals closed during the 
week were made, however, on a basis of $12.00, Bir- 
mingham. A slight advance was noted in Northern 
iron but prices still range between $16.50 and $17.00 
for Number 2 foundry. Sales during the week were

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made up of small lots for the most part although an 
aggregate tonnage of about seventy-five thousand 
tons was recorded. While there is little excitement 
in the local market, great concern is expressed over a 
possible car shortage. It is feared that with the be- 
ginning of the cold weather there will be a car famine 
similar to that experienced three years ago. 

Iron bars have been advanced $1.00 a ton and prices 
are firmly held by, some mills at 1.70c, Chicago. Sup- 
plies can be obtained from other mills, however, at the 
rate of 1.65c. It is doubtful whether this lower rate 
will be obtainable for any long period of time. Both 
new business and specifications on old orders con- 
tinue heavy. Larger sizes on steel bars are scarce and 
mills predict an advance of $2.00 a ton. Specifications 
on steel bars were never better. 


PIG IRON. 


Matthew Addy & Company, iron merchants, will say 
in their weekly report: 

As a result of the perfect flood of orders which have been 
pouring in upon the furnaces for the past two weeks, prices 
have sharply advanced, so that to-day 2 foundry is firm at 
$12.50 Birmingham, with $13 asked for forward shipment, 
while 2 foundry Ohio iron is $15 at the furnace. This buying 
movement has been one of tremendous volume. Most of the 
furnace companies have had every ton of iron they can make 
for this year taken up, and a considerable percentage of their 
make for the first quarter, and in some instances the first 
half of 1906, is under contract. Higher quotations instead of 
checking the buying acted as a stimulant, and apparently 
have given it renewed vigor. It is useless to try and go into 
details of what has been bought, for as a matter of fact the 
buying has been of the most general character, and everything 
that the furnaces have had to offer has been eagerly taken. 
The situation of the iron trade is one of very great interest. 
There are many who predict that before the winter is over it 
will be impossible to obtain pig iron for love or money. They 
regard the situation as somewhat analogous to that of the 
boom three years ago. Others more conservative are inclined 
to not take this view of the case, but think that we are going 
to have a gradually growing market with gradually increasing 
prices. They point out the fact that consumption has been 
growing larger for some time, and that the prosperous con- 
dition of the country and the growing demand for goods for 
export warrant the belief that it will still grow; whereas pro- 
duction is now at its limit, and is rapadily approaching the 
season when by reason of adverse weather it will necessarily 
be reduced. Then again, there is a small minority of old time 
croakers who believe (or at least profess to believe) that the 
good times are now at their maximum and that we are bound 
to have a collapse shortly. This last opinion is held by so few 
as to scarcely be worthy of the name of minority. 

The general sentiment in the trade is one of extreme op- 
timism. Order books of producers and consumers are filled 
solidly for months ahead, and beyond that are fairly well 
filled. Prospects of future business are all that could be de- 
sired, and as far as the pig iron market is concerned not a 
cloud is to be discovered in the sky. 


Rogers, Brown & Co., iron merchants, will say in 
their weekly report: 

The predicted advances in all the markets have been ac- 
complished, and the large buying movement inatigurated two 
weeks ago continues. The feature of the situation is the with- 
drawal from the market of a number of furnaces in both 
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North and South. The tremendous buying of the last week 
has put them out of the market for this year; and they are 
refusing to offer what available tonnage remains for the first 
quarter of 1906. 

A number of Southern furnaces are holding at $12.50 
Birmingham ; this figure having been pegged up last week. 
Prices for first quarter and first half of next year, when 
furnaces can be persuaded to make them, are generally ruling 
50c per ton higher than for the last quarter of this year. It 
is becoming more and more difficult to get the furnaces to 
make figure for these deliveries. 

Not for years past have sellers had to contend with the 
demands made on them by buyers during the past two weeks 
This is not only true of sales, but shipments. All grades 
are in excellent demand. Material due is being hurried and 
in numerous cases there is request for anticipation. 

The remarkable business in rails, which has been men- 
tioned from time to time in these reports, has not yet 
reached an end. Additional contracts closed in the East and 
West ,and for foreign shipment during the week will run in 
the neighborhood of 300,000 tons. The question has been 
advanced as to whether the buying of the past few weeks was 
for legitimate needs or anticipating difficulty in getting metal 
later. Viewed from all points, the opinion of the majority 
of those interested seems to be that it is the direct result of 
expansion in trade conditions through which the country has 
gone during this year. 

Coke is the strongest of all, due to curtailed product, 
great difficulty in car supply and presence of a number of 
furnace inquiries for early delivery and contracts for 1906. 

The shortage of cars is going to be of tremendous im- 
port from now on. It has been stated that over 200,000 
freight cars have been moved to the West, with the crop 
movement not yet in full swing, and on every hand there is 
heard nothing but reports of a dismal outlook for heavy 
freight. 

An interesting feature of the present activity is the sym- 
pathetic advance in British iron, with further advance looked 
for. 


SHEETS. 
John McVoy & Co., Chicago, report as follows: 


The market condition on sheets is decidedly better; 
there is a tendency to ask higher prices by all of the mills, and 
nearly all of the independent mills are now asking $2.00 a ton 
more than heretofore. The mills are fairly well filled up 
with business. There is a good fall demand and’ higher 
prices are looked for.

CHICAGO HARDWARE MARKET. 


The general sentiment of the country is that the 
hardware conditions now prevailing have never been 
excelled. Manufacturers as a whole have never been 
in a better position to express their actual sentiment 
toward jobbers. A slight feeling of independence is 
being manifested by some, especially by the manufac- 
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turers Of builders’ hardware. These last named con- 
cerns are finding it hard to keep pace with orders and 
are finding it necessary to refuse many which would 
ordinarily be booked with the greatest of avidity. 
Thousands of new buildings are being erected in 
almost every section of the country and the comple- 
tion of these is delayed in many cases by lack of 
builders’ hardware. Efforts are being made to increase 
the producing ability of the manufacturing plants but 
much cannot be expected in the immediate future. 

A summary of the opinions of hardware merchants 
in New Orleans and the immediate vicinity show that 
the fever and the accompanying quarantine have held 
the volume of business to a point about ten per cent 
lower than the amount recorded for the preceding 
year. Nevertheless, in spite of these obstacles, coun- 
try stocks are badly depleted. Well defined rumors of 
advanced prices to be published in the future have 
stimulated a strong demand and rural jobbers in 
Southern sections of the country are hastening to fill 
up stocks. Shipments of hardware from New Or- 
leans to Central America and especially to Honduras 
have improved considerably since the disappearance 
of the fever infection. A number of orders held up 
pending the outcome of this fight between science and 
nature are now being filled. It is said the trade in 
Cuba has shown signs of progress likewise. 

Dun’s agents report most favorable conditions in all 
lines of the retail trade. Fall sales have begun most 
auspiciously, the demand being well distributed and of 
good volume. Bradstreet is likewise optimistic and 
reports the tenor of the jobbing and industrial trades 
as more unanimously favorable at present than at any 
previous period during 1905. Business failures in the 
United States for the week ending September 21st 
number 173, as against 188 during the preceding week 
and 203 during the corresponding week in 1904. 

The government crop report for the week ending 
September 25th shows that the temperature was favor- 
able throughout the whole country. Rains caused 
some damage in portions of Missouri and the upper 
Mississippi Valley, while the states in the extreme 
south-eastern sections of the country would be bene- 
fited by a more generous dose of the dew of the 
heavens. Reports of damaging frost were received 
from only one section of the country, the middle 
Rocky Mountain portion. Corn is in good shape and 
from seventy-five to ninety per cent is now safe from 
frost. The remainder will be safely harvested if the 
weather continues good for a few more days. Some 
sections of the Missouri Valley are the only districts 
from which unfavorable reports have been heard. 
The thrashing of spring wheat in the Dakotas and 
Minnesota was interrupted by rain. The Dakota crop 
is reported as disappointing. Cotton seems to be gen- 
erally good; likewise tobacco, but an inferior crop of 
apples and potatoes is the general verdict. 

No advances in the hardware market are to be re- 
corded but advances in jobbers’ prices will probably 
soon be made on some, if not all of the following 
lines: Sash weights, jack screws, wire rope, cut nails, 
bolts, copper and brass goods, cast iron goods and the 
different lines of builders’ hardware. These markets 
are all exceptionally strong.
